A delegate county convention of lode 


pendent Reformers met in the county 
treasurer's office on Monday afternoon, 
for the purpose ol appointing delegates 
to a congressional convention to be 
bolden at Champaign en Tuesday. 


The meeting was called to order by 


D. M. Adams, B»q., of Friends Creek, 
who nominated Joseph Jones, Esq., of 
Maroa, as chairman, which nominatien 
was unanimously confirmed. 


R. H. Park wag appointed secretary. 
On motion a committee on credential* 


was appointed, consisting of D. M. 
Adams, John Longstreet and W. E, lie 
Daniels. 


It was voted that in cases where dele- 


gations were not full, those present be 
authorized to cast the full vote of the 
township. 


At the suggestion of W. D ^Hamil- 


ton, of Wheatland, that gentleman was 
admitted to tbe convention as a delegate 
from .his township. Gentlemen present 
from two other township* which had 
not appointed delegates were invited to 
Mats as members of the convention. 


Tbe committee on credentials present- 


ed their report and were discharged 


The convention then proceeded to 


olect eight delegates by ballot to attend 
the congressional convention at Cham- 
paign. 


While the balloting was going on it 


was voted that the eight persons having 
the highest number of votes cast be de- 
clared elected delegates. 


The ballot resulted in the choice of the 


following gentlemen: H. H. Wait, Dr. 
U. C. Johns, R. M. Hill, M. B. Funk, 
J. Longstreet, O. G. Haruubarger, Reed 
Spencer and D. Spencer. 


A resolution was then offered by Mr. 


Hopson, endorsing the state and national 
platforms of the Independent party, 
which was adopted. 


Mr. Lothrop, «f Champaign, was then 


Invited to address the convention, which 
he did in the interest of Gen. Charles 
Black, as tho nominee for congress. He 
represented that the Independents and 
democrats of Champaign county were 
eating milk and honey from the same 
diah with the same spoon, and were hav- 
ing a loving time generally. 


A resolution was then offered by Esq. 


Ilopson, that thoMelegatoa Just appointed 
be Instructed to vote for no man as a 
candidate for congress who Is aot clear 
on tho greenback question. The reso- 
lution was supplemented with a speech 
from Us author, advocating tho abolition 
of the national banking system, and the 
substitution of greenbacks as the cur- 
rency of the country. The resolution 
was then adopted, and was followed "by 
another, which was to the effect that the 
delegates be Instructed as te men. 


It was then resolved that a county 


convention be held on Saturday, Sept. 
2d, at 11 o'clock a. m., to nominate 
county officers, and to appoint a county 
executive committee. 


While different persons were being put 


iu nomination to be voted for as dele- 
gates to the congressional convention it 
was amusing to seo with what a wistful 
look the meek and lamb-like W. D. 
Hamilton, of Wheatland, t waited to 
hear his name announced, but after hav- 
iag been admitted to the convention 
upon his own suggestion he was doomed 
to disappointment as to tha realization 
of any higher honors. It was also amus- 
ing to see how weary tha brethren were 
of Farmer Jack and "Kip," evidently 
realizing that if thoy were placed in 
a position where they could do it the 
Independents would be "sold again " 


One man did venture to put the horny- 


handed farmer in nomination, which 
caused a sly twinkle of the eye to pass 
around, observing which he withdrew 
his name, being satisfied thai the "wink1 


meant him mischief. 


After some further suggestions from 


different members of the convention the 
body adjourned.
